Ex-Lobbyist

as Getting Aid. 


Albert C. Laun, a former vice- 
president and ace lobbyist of Union 
Electric Co. of Missouri, and Fred- 
erick J. Martin, a sales engineer 
for that company, surrendered to- 
day to the United States Marshal 
on perjury indictments returned 
against them yesterday by the Fed- 
eral grand jury. 

They were taken before United 
tates Commissioner John A. Burke, 
where each furnished bond of 
$5000 for appearance for arraign- 
ment at a date to be set later. The 
bonds were provided by the Fidelity 
& Deposit Co., a surety company. 

The charges are based on alleged 
false testimony given by the two 
before examiners for the Securities 
and Exchange Commission in the 
course of its continuing investiga- 
tion of political and business prac- 
tices of Union Electric. 

There are four counts in the 
aun indictment and two in the 
Martin indictment. The maximum 
statutory penalty on each count, 
in case of conviction, is five years 
in prison afid a fine of $2000. Laun 
resides at 7771 Davis drive, Clayton, 
and Martin at 144 South Maple 
avenue, Webster Groves. 


Charges Against Laun. 

The indictment charges that Laun 
in testimony under oath before the 
SEC examiners on three occasions 
denied having made contributions 
of company funds to aid political 
candidates, having offered finan- 
cial aid to candidates or solicited 
candidates to run for the Legisla- 
ture, having worked for or advo- 
cated the election of particular can- 
didates, or having participated in 
or had any knowledge of “kick- 
acks” by lawyers of part of the 
fees they had been paid by the 
company. 

When so testifying, the indict- 
ment alleges, Laun knew that he 
had contributed company funds to 
aid the campaigns of six legislative 
candidates named in the indictment 
and others unknown to the grand 
jury and had offered contributions 
to at least three other eandidates 
or prospective candidates.

JUDGE OTIS’ HANDS OFF 
ON DEPORTING CAROLLO 


He Refuses to Ask That Pen- 
dergast Collector Not Be 
Sent to Italy. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 18 

(AP).—Holding the responsibility 
should lie with the executive de- 
partment of the Government, Unit- 
ed States District Judge Merrill E. 
Otis refused today to recommend 
that Charles V. Carrollo, imprisoned 
gambling “lug” collector for the 
Pendergast machine, not be de- 
ported to Italy. 
Judge Otis’ decision was on an 
application by Carrollo’s attorneys 
asking him to recommend to the 
United States Department of Labor 
that Carollo not be deported to his 
native land after he completes one- 
third of his eight-year prison sen- 
tence for income tax eva-4on, im- 
proper use of the mails and perjury. 
In a memorandim opinion, Judge 
Otis said Carollo, although born in 
Italy, is an American product. Ca- 
rollo was brought to this country 
by his parents when he was a 
small boy. 

“Why should it (Italy) be made 
a place of banishment for our ‘crim- 
inals?” Judge Otis’ opinion asked, 
“certainly Carofio is our criminal. 
Italy is not responsible for him 
and his way of life. His criminal 
tendencies are American, not Ital- 
ian products. They were hatched 
in an incubator that we are hearti- 
ly ashamed of and are doing our 
best to destroy, but it certainly was 
not made in Italy. 

“Let the executive (department) 


decide what shall be done with this 


man when he has served his sen- 
tences. The executive has exclu- 
sive supervision of international re- 
lations. Doubtless the executive 
will consult Italy about the miatter 
before it sends Carollo to Italy.”

‘Get Away,’ Then She 
Felt Sting. 


SAW NO WEAPON, 
HEARD NO FIRING 


Theory Is She and Gene- 
vieve Meier, 16, Were 
. Hit by Bullet Intended 


for Shover. 


Two girls were shot in an unex- 
plained manner while they were on 
their way hcme from a community 
center dance last night. The girls 
said they had been shoved by a 
Negro, who ran awsy after they 
were shot, but neither heard a shot. 

Genevieve Meier, 16-year-old fac- 
tory worker, 1117A Benton street, 
is in serious condition at City Hos- 


pital with a bullet wound through 
the chest. Her companion, Dorothy 
Jarvis, 14 years old, 1127 Benton 
street, was shot through the right 
wrist. 

Younger Girl’s Story. 

Dorothy, a student at Central 
High School, told police she and the 
Meier girl were skipping arm-in- 
arm in the 1700 block of Hadley 
street, when a man approached 
from the rear, shoved them and 
shouted, “Get away.” The force of 
the shove threw her into the street, 
the girl said, and she felt a sting 
in her arm. She said she saw no 
weapon in the man’s hand. 

Police examined Dorothy’s coat 
today and found a .38 caliber bullet 
in the right sleeve. They believe 
that someone fired a shot at the 
Negro and the bullet: hit the girls, 
passing through Genevieve’s back 
and chest and striking her com- 
panion’s wrist. 

Genevieve, who was lying on the 
sidewalk in front of 1715 Hadley 
street when police reached the 
scene, said the man was a Negro, 
wearing a gray cap and sweater. 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Schulz, 1904A 
Hadley street, told police they saw 
a Negro run away. His shoes made 
a tapping noise as he ran, Mr. and 
Mrs. Schulz said. A man walking 
in the neighborhood said he heard 
a shot, but he did not see the Ne- 
gro. 

Police, searching for a Negro 
with tap dance plates on his shoes, 
rounded up 25 Negroes and held 
them at the Carr Street Station 
for questioning. 

Genevieve is the daughter of 
Mrs. Sarah Meier, a widow. Dor- 
othy is the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Samuel Jarvis. The girls had 
attended a dance at the Mullanphy 
Community Center, 1514 North 
Eleventh street.

Ill, where he shot it out with 
Sheriff Edward Hines of Gallatin 


County, three deputies and a posse 
of 20 citizens. 

Ira Adams, one of the citizens 
who surrounded Shockley, suffered 
a superficial bullet wound on the 
left leg. The hat of Deputy Sheriff 
Reuben Davis was shot from his 
head. . 
Sheriff Hines said that Shockley 
fired about 30 shots from two au- 
tomatic pistols and that he and 
his posse, armed with revolvers, 
rifles and shotguns, fired more than 
twice as many during the 15-min- 
ute fight. ? 

Encounter in Store. 

Informed that Shocklry was in 
a clothing store near the Court- 
house, Deputy Sherif* Davis en- 
tered the front door and called on 
him to surrender. Shockley whirled 
and reached for one of his pistols. 

Davis fired and the bullet struck 
Shockley in the abdomen. Shock- 
ley returned the fire and Davis’ 


|second shot struck him in the side, 


Shockley ran out a back door, 
continuing to fire as he made his 
way to a shed two blocks away, 
followed by Davis. One of the shots 
knocked the deputy’s hcet from his 
head. 

Sheriff Hines with his deputies, 
Rudy Phillips and Boyd Hutchin- 
son, had joined Davis and, with the 
quickly-formed posse attracted by 
the shots, surrounded Shockley in 
the shed. Still firing at intervals, 
Shockley ran from the shed to an 
automobile parked nearby. 

Here Shockley was able to re- 
load one of his pistols while Sheriff 
Hines called on him to surrender. 

. Shot Misses Sheriff. 

“Come and get me,” Shockley re- 
torted as he sent a shot directly 
at the Sheriff which narrowly 
missed him, 

Almost instantly the reinforced 
posse directed a fusillade at the 
automobile. Shockley slumped ov- 
er. <A pistol still containing two 
cartridges fell from his hand as 
he was pulled from the bullet-rid- 
died machine. 

One shot had struck him in the 
right temple, emerging above the 
left ear, and at least three othe: 
shots had found their mark. 

Shockley’s presence in the cloth- 
ing store was reported by Noah 
Kerstine, a mine operator who had 
given him a ride as he walked 
along Highway No. 13 about nine 
miles west of Shawneetown. Shock. 
ley had gone directly to the store 
and ordered a pair of overalls aft- 
er leaving Kerstine’s machine. 

Kerstine had reported that one of 
his employes at the mine had seen 
a man who resembled newspaper 
photographs of Shockley. This was 
reported to Sheriff Hines, who had 
driven to the vicinity of the mine. 
In the meantime, Kerstine saw 
Shockley and offered him a ride to 
Shawneetown. Having failed to find 
the man, Sheriff Hines returned to 
Shawneetown a few minutes after 
Shockley’s arrival there. 

Ordered Killed on Sight. 

Brokmyer was wounded Wednes- 
day night at Carriers Mills when 
he sought to question Shockley 
about a hoidup. Superintendent 
Walter Williams of the State High- 
way Patrol had issued orders to 
“kill Shockley on eight.”

MASKED MEN SEIZE 
MALL AT MONROE GY 


Hold Up Station Agent, Take

None of the 
Especo’s crew was hurt. 

The drowned men presumably 
were asleep at the time of the im- 
pact.

NEW YORK, Nov. i8 (AP).—A 
contract for 400 to 600 North 
American aviation training planes 
and extra parts for an undeter- 


mined number—an order aggregat- 


ing $20,000,000—was signed today 
by representatives of the Ingle- 
wood (Cal.) Co. and the British 
Purchasing Commission in the 
United States. 

The contract was the first air- 
craft order made public since re- 
peal of the arms’ embargo. Britain 


previously had contracted ,for 400 
planes of the same type and 325 
of them were delivered before the 
arms’ embargo went into effect. 

The majority of the newly-or- 
dered ships probably will be sent 
to Canada, to be used in the “Em- 
pire air scheme,” which embodies 
training of 25,000 men a year for 
service in the British Air Force. 

No details of delivery were given, 
but it is understood the planes will 
be flown to a place in Montana 
adjacent to a Canadian airport 
and wheeled across the border in 
order to comply with the new neu- 
trality act. 

The United States Army has ac- 
cepted 174 of the same type of 
plane, known as the BC-l. Al- 
though called trainers, they can 
carry a light load of fragmenta- 
tion or demolition bombs and are 
built to provide for installation of 
one fixed machine gun firing 
through the propeller.

WHO KILLED FATHER 


Wounded Man Goes to Hos- 
pital, but Flees When Dead 
Victim Is Taken There. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 18 (AP).—Pas- 
quale Addante, 13 years old, sat 
behind the counter of his father’s 
small grocery last night reading a 
school book when a Negro robber 


entered. 
“Give me your money,” said the 
robber, pointing a pistol at the boy. 

“We haven’t much money here,” 
protested the boy. “You wouldn't 
take it, would you?” 

The gunman took $10 from the 
cash drawer and turned to go when 
the boy’s father, Vito, 32, emerged 
from the living quarters in the rear 
with his wife and two small chil- 
dren. 

“Push the kids on the floor,” 
shouted Addante to his wife as he 
fired a small pistol at the robber. 
Simultaneously the gunman fired. 
Addante slumped to the floor mor- 
tally wounded with a bullet near 
his heart. 

Pasquale Addante picked up the 
fallen pistol and fired three shots. 
Crying with pain, the robber stag- 
gered through the doorway, with 
the boy in pursuit. The boy fired 
four more shots at.the man, who 
escaped after firing two ineffec- 
tive shots. 

A few minutes later the gunman 
appeared at Provident Hospital. He 
had been shot in the side, knee 
and arm. Before the nurse could 
summon a physician there was a 
commotion at the receiving room 
door. Someone was bringing the 
already dead Addante to the same 
room. The robber leaped from a 
table and staggered into the. dark- 
ness. \ 

At a police station Pasquale Ad- 
dante a seventh grade pupil, gave 
an unemotional aceount of the 
shooting. 

“When I saw dad on the floor 
all I could think of was to kill 
the man who shot him,” said the 
youngster. “I crawled on the floor 
to the pistol, picked it up and start- 
ed firing. It was the first time I 
had ever shot a pistol.” 

The father’s death came in his 
fourth encounter with robbers. Mrs. 
Addante said the man who killed 
him was the same robber who held 
up the store a year ago. Last 
January Addante killed a Negro 
during an attempted robbery. 

The grocer’s slayer was still at 
large when an inquest was opened, 
and continued indefinitely to allow 
police to press their search. 


NAZI PLANES OVER HOLLAND;

Yambhsien is 45 miles 
northwest of Pakhoi, treaty port 
on the Gulf of Tonking, and about 
30 miles inland from where the 
Japanese landed Wednesday un- 
der covering fire from warships. 

Chinese sources acknowledged 
that the Japanese had advanced 30 
miles since Wednesday and that 
they had approached Yamhsien. 

They declared, however, that the 
Chinese retreat was pre-arranged 
to lure the invaders from the 
coastal plain to the more easily de- 
fended hills of the interior. 

Official Chinese advices ex- 
pressed belief that the Japanese 
would not push far inland but 
would attempt to establish an air 
base from which to harry Chinese 
highways. | 

The main route of motor and 
rail traffic is in Yunnan Province, 
about 600 miles from the Japanese 
vanguards across mountainous ter- 
rain.

The State Department reported to- 
day 48 cases in which belligerents 
had detained American ships for 
examination of papers cr cargo. 

Of the total detentions, Great 
Britain was responsible for 33, 
France for 10, Germany for four 
ad an unidentified vessel for one. 

The report included information 
received by the State Department 
between Sept. 1 and Nov. 17. For- 
ty-four ships were detained, but 
four of these were stopped twice. 

In most cases, the department 
reported, American ships were not 
stopped by warships on the high 
seas but were detained when they 
docked at belligerent ports. A de- 
partment statement said: 


“As a general practice, for rea- 
sons of their own, the vessels 
which cleared from ports of the 
United States on or before Nov. 
4, the effective date of the Neu- 
trality Act of 1939, ordinarily put 
into: belligerent ports en route to 
their destinations, and the prin- 
cipal difficulty thus far has arisen 
in connection with delay involved 
in the examination of the vessels 
and their cargoes tefore being per- 
mitted to proceed on their voy- 
ages.” ’ ; 
Complaint of Dperators. 

Time is money in the, operation 
of an ocean-going ship, and Amer- 
ican operators are contending that 
ships have been held unreasonably 
long. The State Department re- 
port showed the average period of 
detention was eight days. 

The longest detention was that 
of the City of Flint, held for 27 
days by a German prize crew un- 
til it was released Nov. 4 by Nor- 
wegian authorities. The second 
longest was that of the City of 
Joliet, a Lykes brothers steamer 
carrying cotton, lead and copper. 
It was detained by French author- 
ities Sept. 14 and was held for 22 
days. 

Shipping companies are lodging. 
complaints about lengthy deten- 
tions with the Maritime Commis- 
sion, and that body is passing them 
along to the State Department. No 
action has been taken thus far. 

There have been no formal 
claims for the loss of cargo, and 
authorities here do not have ac- 
curate information on the total 
amount of goods seized, or on 
how many ship operators have 
been compensated by belligerents. 
Information at the State Depart- 
ment was that Great Britain had 
compensated some American own- 
ers for seized cargoes. 

One Ship Still Held. 

The department’s report showed 
a release date for all save one of 
the detained ships. That was the 
Lafcomo of the Tampa ‘nterocean 
Steamship Co., which was report- 
ed detained upon its arrival yes- 
terday at Weymou’h, England. 

Three instances of American 
ships being detained and exam- 
ined by German submarines were 
reported. 

This Government reccgnizes the 
right of belligerents to halt neu- 
tral ships at sea for examination 
of papers and cargoes in order 
to ascertain whether they may be 
carrying contraband to the enemy. 
If contraband is found and evi- 
dence obtained that it is destined 
for delivery ultimately to the 
enemy, the contraband may be 
seized and unloaded at sea or the 
vessels may be taken into port for 
unloading. Similar treatment is ac 
cepted for American ships which 
sailed before the neutrality law 
restricted their movements and 
which entered belligerent ports vol- 
rntarily. 

In the World War, however, the 
United States protested vigorous- 
ly against the British practice of 
taking American ships into port 
for preliminary examination and 
search. This Government contend- 


ed such a procedure caused costly| 


delay to innocent vessels. 

The question of compensation for 
seized contraband has long been 
a bone of contention also. Although 
granting some compensation in the 
World War, Britain contended it 
was under no obligation to do so.

Stock Salesman, Fined $5000 for 
Operations Here, Is Accused 
in Illinois. 

Samuel A. Mitnick, high pressure 
stock salesman who was recently 
fined $5000 for selling securities in 
St. Louis without a Missouri li- 
cense, was arrested in East St. 
Louis today on an indectment voted 
Tuesday by the Clinton County (Ill) 
grand jury charging him with oper- 
ating a confidence game in the sale 
of whisky warehouse certificates. 

He was taken to Carlyle, IIl., 
where he gave $1000 bond. Another 
charge of operating a confidence 
game is pending against him at Car- 
lyle. 

State’s Attorney William R. Mur- 
phy told the Post-Dispatch that 
the indictment was based on the 
complaint of John Rohr, elderly 
farmer, who said he bought the 
whisky certificates from Mitnick 
and-then traded them to an accom- 
plice of Mitnick’s for some illinois 
oil leases. The indictment also 
names the accomplice, who has not 
been arrested. 

Mitnick is currently in business 
in East St. Louis as president of 
Mitnick, Grace & Co., with offices 
in the Metropolitan Building. 


Meanwhile, Barrow began a week's 
vacation, the part of the regular 
20-day vacation of city employes 
which he had not yet taken.

Condemns Cleaning Workers’ Strike. 
To the “Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

FEW years ago, I witnessed with sat- 

isfaction the organization of the em- 
ployes in the dry cleaning industry of St. 
Louis into a labor union. 

The labor conditions in the industry 
were, to say the least, bad. Wages varied 
in the various plants, many of the plants 
paying almost sub-subsistence wages. 

The wage differential between plants 
has been a big factor in the great differ- 
ence in cleaning prices. In most indus- 
tries, organization of the employes has 
succeeded in eliminating wage-cutting as 
a means of lowering prices, and I hoped 
that this might be true in the cleaning 
business. 

What has actually happened? Last 
year, the wage differential between plants 
still existed, even between various union 
plants. At that time, the cleaners’ union 
made a blanket demand for a certain per 
cent (5 per cent, I believe) increase; that 
is, that every plant must increase its wage 
scale 5 per cent. This year, the demand 
has been made by the inside workers for 
a similar increase of 15 per cent. 

What does this mean? It means that 
the plants paying the highest wages are 
faced with the demand for the greatest 
increase. 

Because of refusal to accept this de- 
mand, the union is on strike against the 
“unfair” employers. I saw, today, a 
branch of a plant which has never signed 
with the union and there were no pickets 
in sight. Perhaps the union can explain 
why. 

The union, instead of solving the basic 
problem in the industry, is making that 
problem more serious. If the union can 
defend its position, I should like to hear 
that defense. INTERESTED.

A BLOT ON. MISSOURI RELIEF. 
The Rowland case impairs faith and confidence in 
the whole Missouri relief setup. A capable adminis- 
trator has been kicked out of office without notfte, 
and with only the most flimsy of explanations by the| 
State Social Security Commission. This man had 
refused to truckle to the politicians, and had the 
courage to criticise certain policies of the higher- 
ups. The eagerness of the State Commission to get 
rid of him has set the public wondering about what 
is going on tn relief administration. 

The situation has also impaired the faith and con- 

fidence of the advisory committees, which are part 

of the relief setup itself. This is shown by the pro- 
tests of Mrs. George Gellhorn and Joseph J. Hauser 
of the St. Louis Advisory Committee. . It is shown 
also in the strong statement of the St. Louis County 
committee, which has threatened to resign because 

of the commissien’s tactics. f . 

The tactics against which the county committee 

makes its protest tie in with the scandalous St. 

Louis situation. Administrator Rowland was: dis- 

missed by order from Jefferson City without con- 

sultation or notice to the local advisory committee. 

Similarly, his successor, Hubert Harris, was yanked 

out of his office as St. Louis County relief director 

and transferred to Rowland’s former post, without 

a word of notice to the county advisory group. ; 

The members of these advisory groups are respon- 

sible citizens, who give their time to the work with- 

out compensation, solely from a sense of civic duty. 

Is it strange that they are beginning to ask why 

advisory committees are maintained at all, if the 

State commission is going to disregard them in such 

important matters as these? 

The county committee bluntly says, in its letter to 

George I. Haworth, State Administrator, that the 

abrupt. removal of Harris “seriously jeopardizes our 

program,” and that a due regard for the work in St. 

Louis County on the Administrator’s part would have 

suggested a frank discussion instead of the hasty 

action taken. The letter then asks pointedly: 
If a problem such as this does not, in your 
judgment, warrant consultation with us, your ad- 

- visory board, may we ask you what circum- 
stances might prompt you to seek our advice? 
These advisory groups are, in theory at least, the 

delegates of the people in helping conduct the in- 
creasingly important business of providing relief for 
the destitute and aged. If the commission arrogant- 
ly disregards their very existence, then it is flouting 
the people’s rights and becoming a law unto itself 
in disbursing the relief millions. 

It is an alarming development, particularly in 
view of the charges heard for months and years 
past that relief has become a colossal political racket 
in Missouri. Two such episodes within a week in 
the same section of the State cannot be isolated in- 
stances; they must be symptomatic of a general policy 
of Czarism in handling relief over the entire State. 
Just why was Rowland fired? The question has not 
yet been satisfactorily answered. The charge of in- 
efficiency, reiterated by Haworth to a committee of 
protest from the St. Louis Social Planning Council, 
is preposterous. The evidence of Rowland’s 19 months 
in office, and the objections raised by varied groups 
against his dismissal, testify amply to that. 

And if the commission makes such a fetish of ef- 
ficiency, what about its action in leaving the county 
relief system without a responsible head by its 
sudden transfer of Harris? What about its failure 
to consult or communicate with the advisory com- 
mittees? 
about the commission’s own fumbling of relief poljey, 
its ,efusal to recognize the grave and critical realities 
of the situation, against which Rowland’s voice was 
lifted on numerous occasions? 


Deeper than these immediate items, me,

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SWOPE AND YOUNG, INDUSTRIAL STATESMEN. 

The retirement of Owen D. Young as chairman of 
the board and of Gerard Swope as president of the 
General Electric Co. has been announced. Ordinarily, 
news of this kind might be placed on the financial 
page, but because of the broad vision of these two 
men—one of ,whom, incidentally, was a St. Louisan 
—this announcement is of general interest. They 
were—in the best sense of the term—industrial 
statesmen. 

Profits, of course, were of primary interest to them, 
but they also realized that the modern corporation 
has other responsibilities than that of making money 
for its stockholders. It was to the maintenance of a 
proper balance among these various responsibilities 
that they addressed themselves.. Thus, stockholders 
received dividend checks. The public benefited from 
a multiplicity of technological improvements. 
employes became the beneficiaries of unemployment 
compensation plans, bonus systems, profit-sharing de- 
vices and paid vacations. The corporation, in short, 
made a well-rounded contribution tq the general 
welfare. ¥ : 

Nor were Young and Swope content to serve within 
the limits of General Electric—broad as those might 
be. Young labored with the German reparations prob- 
lem, and was put forth as a candidate for both the 
New York governorship and the presidency. Swope 
served on the NRA and other Government agencies, 
and also as chairman of the Mobilization for Human 
Needs. , 

Even more important than these concrete contribu- 
tions—or such specific philanthropies as Swope’s es- 
tablishment of a $50,000 scholarship fund for the 
graduates of the St. Louis schools—was the fact that 
these men gave serious thought to the problems of 
the nation. Their recommendations ranged from 
national industrial planning to job insurance pro- 
posals. 7 

The important point is not whether these specific 
ideas solved any of the grave economic and social 
problems of the day, but that these two men, who 
could so easily have held themselves aloof, accepted 
the challenge of the times as a matter of duty. Their 
efforts to better the common lot are symbols of a new 
morality—a spirit that must eventually bring forth 
the answers we are seeking, and without which we 
will find the answers in vain.

NOTED DESERT SCENE ARTIST 


Succumbs to Heart Ailment at

ENERGY OF RACE HORSE 
AND WRALE STUDIED 


Larger Brain of Sea Mammal 
Attributed to Fight to 
Survive, 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 18.—Com- 
parison of Equipoise, one of the 
most famous race horses in history, 
with a white whale has indicated 


that training for high, steady en- 
ergy makes the brain»grow large 
but’ training for .quick bursts of 
energy leaves it small. Equipoise 
had the latter. 

This was reported to the Ameri- 
can Philosophical Society today by 
Dr. George W. Crile, noted Cleve- 
land surgeon. In his search for 
the source of energy he studied 
Equipoise and a whale of exactly 
equal weight. . 

Equipoise, winner of $338,610, had 
a brain weighing a little less than 
two pounds. The whale’s brain 
weighed more than five pounds. 
Equipoise, Dr. Crile said, had the 
largest brain yet measured in a 
horse. 

The brain size difference was 
traced—in a long evolutionary de- 
velopment of 42,000,000 years for 
the horse’s ancestors and 40,000,000 
for the whale’s—to the way in 
which they used their energy. 

The whale was a product of nat- 
ural selection, of fighting his own 
battles all the time and developing 
the energy for that. Equipoise was 
the acme of artificial selection, 
with superlative but special speed 
traits bred into him. In spurts he 
needed more energy than the whale. 

Though the brain is not an en- 
ergy organ, Dr. Crile said it con- 
trols energy. The energy organs 
are the thyroid and adrenal glands, 
and in a secondary sense, the heart. 
The adrenals supply the body’s 
quick energy and the thyroid its 
steadily maintained energy. 

Equipoise had adrenals a third 
larger than the whale’s and a 
heart a quarter size larger. Both 
were due to his need for quick 
bursts of energy in racing., 

But the whale’s thyroid was near- 
ly three times larger than that of 
Equipoise. It represented a steady 
use of energy higher than Equi- 
poise’s average. 

Equipoise evidently relaxed more 
than the whale, but that failed to 
make his brain grow.

LIBEL SUIT AGAINST NLRB 
MEMBERS HALTED IN HEARING 


Circuit Court of Appeals Says Ac- 
tion Is in Reality Directed 
Against Government. 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 18 (AP).— 
Hearing of a libel suit based on 
‘National Labor Relations Board 
charges that a Kentucky coal firm 
sponsored “strip-tease” shows to di- 
vert miners from union meetings, 
was halted in United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals yesterday aft- 
er the Court had termed the action 
in reality one against the United 
States Government. 

The board charged last year that 
the Clover Fork Coal Co. of Har- 
lan County staged the shows after 
the United Mine Workers filed a 
eomplaint alleging unfaif labor 
practices, 

Presiding Judge C.C. Simons in- 
terrupted Cleon K. Calvert of com- 
pany counsel to observe: “You are 
not suing individual members of the 
board.

IN MEXICAN Flot COURT 


Bitter Fight Likely Before De- 
cision Is Reached on 
Expropriation. 


MEXICO CITY, Nov. 18 (AP).— 
Prolonged debate by the Mexican 
Supreme Court yesterday brought 
forecasts of a bitter fight before 
a decision is reached on legality 
of the Government’s expropriation 
of the foreign oil industry. 

After arguing for more than an 
hour the court countermanded a 
move to recess until Wednesday 
and decided to resume today its 
discussion of a proposed opinion by 
Justice Rodolfo Asiain upholding 
the Government. 

Mexican law requires that one 
Judge prepare an opinion, which 
then is read to the entire court 
for discussion and final action. 

Besides siding with the Govern- 
ment expropriation order of March 
18, 1938, Asiain’s opinion recom- 
mends compensation to the com- 
panies for their properties, but not 
for the oil underground. 

The debate started following com- 
pletion of reading of the long 
opinion. 

Presiding Justice Jose Maria 
Truchuelo proposed a recess until 
Wednesday to give him time to 
study the document, but Justice 
Abenhamon Eboli demanded full 
discussion and study in open court. 

When Truchuelo paused during 
his remarks Justice Fernando Lo- 
pez-Cardenas picked up his hat 
and said that since the session al- 
ready was adjourned, he was leav- 
ing. 

Eboli followed, leaving Truchue- 
lo and Asiain still seated. 

Asiain agreed the court should 
“discuss the matter profoundly,” 
adding, “I am not hidebound to my 
draft and am ready to recognize 
errors that may be shown.” 

Truchuelo said that court rules 
gave him the right to demand read- 
ing of the voluminous record, wav- 
ing at two huge stacks of papers, 
and that thereby he hoped to con- 
serve as much time as possible. He 
said Eboli and Lopez-Cardenas mis- 
understood.

RESERVE BOARD REPORT 
ON INCREASE IN BUSINESS 


Indicates Industrial Production in 
United States Is Near the High 
Mark of 1929. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (AP).— 
The Federal Reserve Board indi- 
cated last night that American in- 
dustrial production is close to the 
peak of 1929. 

A board statement said that in 
the Nrst half of November “indus- 
trial activity increased further” 
from the 120 index rating of Octo- 
ber. This would place the Novem- 
ae figure close to the 125 by the 
ndex in the prosperous ear 
aa arly part 

The November advance, the board 
said, was “less rapid than in earlier 
months” bécause production in 
many industries was approaching 
capacity. 

Most of the report referred to 

earlier months in which, the board 
said, “reports from leading indus- 
trial states indicate that factory 
employment and payrolls increased 
sharply between the middle of Sep- 
tember and the middle of October. 
Increases werg particularly large 
at steel mills and related indus- 
tries. There was also a consider- 
able increase in employment on the 
railroads in October.” . 
Retail distribution, the board 
said, gained about the usual sea- 
sonal amounts in October, but “in 
the early part of November depart- 
ment store sales increased d- 
erably.”

Canadian honkers look more or less alike and as a general thing 
one hunter's bag of two or three is just as impressive as another man’s 
two or three; but when a marksman brings down the leader of a flock 
and that leader is a banded bird from the Canadian sanctuary of Jack 
Miner, he has something to talk about. 


The distinction of bringing down, 
such a marked goose fell to Mrs, 
Adalbert Von Gontard, one of a 
party of 15 which recently gathered 
a full quota of geese on their 
visit near Olive Branch in the vi- 
cinity of Cairo, Il. 

Banded wild geese are a rarity 
and if it were not for the unique 
hobby of Jack Miner of Kingsville, 
Ontario, there would be none at 
all. 

Biblical Phrase on Band, 

The band on the leader of this 
flock bore the banding date, Feb- 
ruary, 1934 and the address of 
Jack Miner’s sanctuary. It also 
bore the Biblical quotation from 
Mark 5:36, “Be not afraid, only 
believe.” 

“My wife shot this banded goose,” 
said Adalbert Von Gontard, “and 
we were astonished to discover the 
aluminum ribbon on his leg. Ex- 
cept for the fact that he was 
leading the triangular flight, there 
was nothing to distinguish him in 
marking or size from the others 
of the flock. It is the first time 
in all my years of shooting that 
I have been in a party that brought 
down a banded bird.” 


The metal strip has been mailed 
back to Miner, by Percy J. Orth- 
wein, one of the shooting party. 

Miner’s purpose in banding wild 
ducks, geese and other migratory 
birds is to obtain aid in the study 
of their routes of migration, their 
life span and other information.

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Explosion in Basement of 12- 
Story Building Follows 
Striking of Match. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. Nov. 18 
(AP).—A match lighted by an em- 
ploye searching for coins in the 
basement of the Grand Avenue 
Temple set off an explosion that 
killed one person and injured 14 
others late yesterday. 

Mrs. Lee R. Hardwick, 23 years 
old, daughter-in-law of Fire Chief 
T. J. Hardwick, died several hours 
after the explosion. She was in 
front of the main entrance to the 


building when tke explosion oc- 
curred. She was thrown high in 
the air and fell into the basement 
through a large hole torn in the 
sidewalk. 

Leonard Steele, 19-year-old. ele- 
vator operator, told officers he and 
another employe were changing 
clothes in the basement after the 
day’s work. 

“Some coins fell from my pock- 
et and rolled under a table,” he 
said. “I couldn’t find them. I 
scratched. a match. The _ explo- 
sion was terrible.” 

Steele suffered severe lacera- 
burns and a head injury. 
Most of the others hurt were cut 
by glass. 

M. C. Mustaine, Assistant Fire 
Chief, said the explosion was 
caused by gas, the source of which 
he could not ascertain. 

The explosion caused heavy dam- 
age to the 12-story office building 
which houses the downtown Meth- 
odist church.

Dr. Sullivan recalled that an as- 
sistant of the Rev. William Markoe, 
white pastor of the Negro church, 
had telephoned him in 1936 and had 
asked if he could help him get old 
school gymnasium equipment for a 
play room. Dr, Sullivan referred 
the caller to Charles Lee Barr, then 
Supply Commissioner, now charged 
in six warrants with embezzlement. 
Dr. Sullivan said he did not remem- 
ber whether he himself had com- 
municated with Barr. 

Father Markoe said most of the 
equipment was worthless and he 
threw a good deal of it away. The 
supplies consisted of wands, dumb- 
bells, mats and bucks. Father Mar- 
koe said he did not know whether 
his assistant, who is now out of 
the city, had paid anything for the 
equipment. 

At that time it was the custom of 
the school supply department to 
give away condemned- materials. 
Now a nominal prite is placed even 
on chipped dishes and tarnished 
knives and forks. : 

The dismissed employe, Frank X. 
Reynolds, a storeroom helper, had 
been in the supply department for 
nine years. When discharged, he 
was told he was being dismissed 
because he had given short meas- 
ures on orders sent to schools. He 
was also charged with cutting up 
sponges and chamois. He admitted 
he had cut six sponges in half, 
after discovering six were missing 
from his supplies.
